They should remember that acientiats 
and mannfaetnrem are already aetivcly at work'to find a aatiafaetory 
fuel oil at a lower eosi . 

At preaent such substjtutcH arc denatuved alcohol, kerosene, etc.. 
may eolt too high, or in aome eaaes may elog raotora with waste pro 
duets. IMit even e.iil the Rasoline pooi)le liieiv oil their price simply 
stimulates these efforts for a mibMlitute. wliieli one day are almost 
am* to be anoecMfnl. 

l''or the present if looks ms il' the niolo^' iisei- must ii<ljust hiiiisell' 
to somewhat higher prices. I'eople of moderate means would do 
#ell, in eUtinating the eoat of a machine, to malce a liMMt ailowanoe 
for fuel oil . They oan oflwt it by l>viyin>.' less expensive e,'ii>. Tli. 
cheaper makes may not be able to fnke iiills on high speed. Tin y 
may Im a bit "tinny." But people shonld not be ao aoft thai ihe> 
enn't sliind a little jolting. They should remember that the pioneer 
automobile users were bounevd arountl in costly cars that on the 
whole are inferior to many cheaper makes of today. And all the 
time they were glorioualy enjoying the sport.

A reeeiit health report from .\e\v York I'ity shows that death.s 
from typhoid included only 1 1< persons, as a^rainHt 224 five yeais 
ago. Those due to diphtheria iiiid eronp fell from :<83 to 270. Othcn 
diseases due to eontagion. poor sanitation, etc., show similar rodne- 
tions. 

Not so good M showing could he made in diseases due to orerworl:. 
high living and nervous worries. Kor ovei-y life that is saved by 
eluding the germs, a new one is lost beoaiis,' |>eoi>le live at n higher 
pace. To cut a really big sUoo off the death rate, human nature will 
have to be muchly made over. 

While the taxpayers are aaaeaaing themselves heavily for food 
inspections and i|uarantines and all the machinery of modem disease 
prevention, they are constantly tuning up the speed of their ma- 
chinery, Kitting up later at night and loading their stomaehs with 
eoncoctiouM that would upset an ostrich. On the whole the deat'i 
nt*i.ia declining. Bat in view of what ia being done in the way of 
pnblie disease prevention, it ought to drop a great deal faater.
